A heavy application of some paint 
that will not injure the trees but will 
remain in an unbroken coat on the 
bark 
for two 
or three 
months, is 
effective in preventing 
the 
female 
from laying her eggs in the tree, and 
greatly reduces the amount of worm­ 
ing, or the removal of tile insects 


in the following spring they attack 
the solid wood, while some of them 
work their way up the trunk. 
These 
last spend one more winter in the 
tree, 
and 
then, 
having 
passed 
through pupalst age, dig their way 
out and 
emerge 
as adult 
beetles. 
Three years are required for the in­ 
sect to complete 
its 
development 
from egg to adult. 
Ordinarily, the beetle lives about 
40 or 50 days. 
It is about three- 
fourths of an inch in length, light 
brown in color above, with the broad 
white bands, joined in front, extend­ 
ing the full length of the back, 
the 
underparts and front of the head 
are white. 
The females rarely fly 
any c o n s id e r a b le distance, so that it 
the immediate vicinity of an orchard 
can be kept free from them there is 
little danger of a serious infestation. 
The most common method of rid­ 
ding an orchard of these pests 
is 
to cut away the bark sufficiently to 
trace the burrows made by the borer. 
A hooked wire is then inserted into 
the burrow and the insect pulled out. 
If made with care, the w o u n d in the 
tree caused by this process will heal 
readily. The castings at the base ut 
the tree serve as an indication of tilt 
presence of the borers. 
Where the 
burrows are curved or obstructed in 
come way >o that the wire can not 
be inserted, cotton batting dipped in 
carbon bisulphid should lie inserted 
and the hole then plugged with moist 
earth. The gas from the carbon bi­ 
sulphid will i tent rate all parts outlie 
burrow and kill the bo id .

p r o c e s s is called, paint is often used 
to prevent the beetles laying their 
eggs. 
Pure white lead aud ray lin­ 
seed oil, mixed rather thick, will not 
injure the trees, and when applied to 
young, smooth bark, will form a pro­ 
tective coat during the egg-laying 
season. 
It is probable that this i> a 
more effective method than w rap­ 
ping the trees with building paper, 
cotton batting, cloth or other m ater­ 
ials sometimes used for this purpose 
Before painting, however, thewart i 
should lie removed from the base ot 
the tree for a depth of from 2 to 4 
inches. 
The surface of the trunk 
thus exposed should be ttr^t st rapu 
and painted and the earth then re­ 
placed. 
This is necessary, tor the 
beetle occasionally lays her eggs un 
der instead of above the ground.

roundheaded apple-tree borer in a 
new Farmers' Bulletin, No. 675, of 
;he U. S. Department of Agriculture. 
A heavy application of some paint 
:hat will not injure the trees but will 
remain in an unbroken coat on the 
jark for "two or three months, is 
effective in preventing the female 
!rom laying her eggs in the tree, and 
greatly reduces the amount of wormr 
lig, or the. removal of the insects 
with a knife and-wire,-that must be 
done. 


The roundhead apple-tree 
borer, 


the most destructive of a number of 
similar pests, lays its eggs in or un- 
der the bark of apple trees. After 
hatching the larvae feed upon the 
inner 'bark and wood to such an ex- 
tent that the tree is seriously weak- 
ened or Hied. . The pest is, found 
over the whole of the eastern portion 
of the United States and as far west 
as Nebraska, Kansas and New Mex- 
ico. In .addition to fruit trees, it 
feeds 
on service, wild crab and 


mountain ash trees, which makes it 
advisable for orchardists to remove 
these varieties for a distance of at 
least a hundred yards from their or- 
chard. 
. 


Th'e female lays her eggs, one at 


a time, in an incision she has made 
in the bark, usually just above the 
surface of the ground. About 15 or 
20 days later the eggs ha'teh, and the 
afvae appear. They-first attack the 
nner bark, eating out broad, more or 
ess' circular .galleries' and thrusting 
>ut through'small holes in the bark 


in .the following spring they attac 
th'e solid' wood;, while some of them 
work their way up. the trunk. .Thes 
last spend one more winter in th

Ordinarily, the beetle lives abou 


40 or 50 days. It is about three 
fourths of an inch in length, ligh 
brown in color above, with the broa 
white bands, joined in front, extend 
ing the full length of the back, th 
unSerparts and front of the hea 
are white. 
The females rarely fl 


any considerable distance, so that i 
the immediate vicinity of an- orehar 
can- be kept free from them there i 
little danger of a serious infestation 


The most common method of rid 


(ding an- orchard of these pests 
ito cut away the bark sufficiently t 
trace the burrows made 'by the borer 
A hooked wire is then inserted int 
the burrow and the insect pulled oui 
If made with care, the wound in th 
tree caused by this process will hea 
readily. The eastings at the base o 
the tree serve -as an indication of th 
presence of the borers. Where th 
burrows are curved or obstructed in 
some way so that the wire can no 
be inserted) cotton batting dipped in 
carbon bisulphid should be insertei 
and the hoie then plugged1 with mois 
earth. The gas from the carbon- hi 
snlphid will pentrate all parts of (thi 
burrow and kill the borer. 


In addition to worming, as thi: 


process is called, paint is often use< 
to prevent the beetles laying their 
eggs. Pure white lead and ray lin 
seed oil, mixed rather thick, will no 
injure the trees, and when applied ti 
young, smooth bark, will form a pro 
tective coat during the egg-laying 
season. It is probable that this is a 
more effective method than wrap 
ping the trees with building paper 
cotton batting, cloth or other mater 
ials sometimes used for this purpose 


Before painting, however, the«art 


should be removed from the base o 
the tree for a depth of from 3 to 4 
inches. 
The surface of the truni 


thus exposed should be first scrapei 
and painted and the earth' then re 
placed. 
This is necessary, for the 


beetle occasionally lays her eggs un 
der instead of above the ground.

dangerous to 


health lie will instruct his inspec- 
tors to close all stands or make ar- 
rests where 
insanitary 
conditions 


pj-evail. 
The use of the common 


cups is forbidden unless adequate 
provision is made for washing and 
sterlizing such cups or glasses after 
each service. 


Suggestions concerning the sani- 


tary-arrangements in meat markets 
and at soda fountains have not been 
incorporated into rules of the state 
board of health, and these rules are 
also to be enforced by the food in- 
spectors. 
The rule applying to meat 


markets provides that all fresh, and 
unwrapped meats slulll be kept in a 
refrigerator or protected from flics 
and dirt by cases. Dealers, under 
this rule, shall be permitted to keep 
on the meat block only such parts br 
carcasses as may be necessary to 
the expfeditious 
conduct 
of 
their 


business. 
Most dealers, according
